Corbett w ill go to

tine. It is frankly conceded that Mi ’cb 
0 I entered the ring yesterday 1 1 the 
pink of condition. 
His eyes were 
b rig h t and his color good, and w hen 
he sat down and extended his arm s 
alo n g 
th e 
ropes behind 
nim he 
w as the picture of nonchalance. 
Cor­ 
bett', 
on 
the 
contrary, 
appeared 
a trifle nervous and a bit peaked and 
draw n. 
His face, natu rally colorless, 
seemed paler th an usual and his re­ 
plies to Billy Delaney, who attem pted 
to joke w ith him, were noticeably 
short. 
Looking a t the tw o men as they 
sat w ith coats throw n loosely over their 
shoulders, there appeared to be little 
difference betw een them as to build, 
although 
M itchell 
w eighed 
in 
a t 
only XOM pounds and Corbett a t 1841j. 
W hen they stood up, however, the dis­ 
parity was noticeable. The Californian, 
long and thin, w ith arm s like piston 
rods, looked as clearly to overm atch 
M itchell as a lightw eight of Jack Mc- 
Afiliffe’s form er position wrould some 
bantam like George Dixon. 
It was 
only in the breadth of the shoulders 
an d in the rem arkable strength of the 
legs m a t Mite Hell could be said to 
o utpoint his adversary. 
M itchell w as helped into the ring by 
his seconds and trainers—Jim Hall, 
Steve O'Donnell, Jack 
Fogarty and 
Ila rrj7 
D arrin, and 
B at M asterson 
stood 
behind 
him 
below 
the 
ropes. 
Corbett was escorted 
into 
th e ring by his m anager, Brady; his 
trainer, Billy Delaney, and Jack Demp­ 
sey. 
T here was a lot of prelim inary 
w rangling 
on 
the 
platform , 
in 
w hich 
M itchell 
as 
w ell 
as 
th e 
crowd 
joined. 
John 
Kelly, 
the form er m anager of the Louisville 
club, um pire of the national league 
an d present saloon keeper, in Neiv 
York, did not show much of the quali­ 
ty of calm ness w ith which he has been 
credited. 
He w as petu lan t and angry 
a t times, and once when M itchell came 
too close to him he pushed him sav­ 
agely 
away. 
T here were objections 
from both sides against everything— 
th e gloves, the platform and the ropes. 
C orbett p u t in a vigorous kick against 
th e posts. 
M itchell’s people w anted to 
argue over K elly’s instructions about 
clinching and breaking away. M itchell, 
of course, w anted all the advantages 
he could get for infighting, which is 
his strong point, and w ithout which 
he would be no b etter than a cripple 
ag ain st th e long-arm punches of the 
oth er “pug.” 
M itchell’s seconds were Jim Hall, 
Pony Moore, Tom Allen and Steve 
O’Donnell; tim ekeeper, 
Bat M aster­ 
son. 
C orbett’s seconds were John Donald­ 
son, Billy Delaney. Jack Dempsey and 
W illiam McMillan; tim ekeeper, Ted 
Foley. 
Snapper Garrison was tim ekeeper 
fo r the club. 
Follow ing is ;i description of the 
lig h t by rounds: 
Round I—Corbett spranir from his 
corner as if he had suddenly been re­ 
leased from restraint, and M itchell in 
a more leisurely m anner w alked to the 
center to meet him. 
Both men began 
cautiously feeling their way, but all 
th e disposition to get together was dis­ 
played by Corbett. 
W ith easy, light 
action, w ithout so much as a feint. 
C orbett w orked his opponent to the 
ropes and along each side of the 
square, M itchell cleverly escaping from 
each corner. 
A fter a com plete tour 
of the stage M itchell feinted w ith his 
le ft and then led w ith it for Corbett's 
ribs, but Corbett was elsewhere in a 
flash. 
Corbett led his left and landed 
a glancing blow on M itchell's jawr. 
T he Englishm an clinched. 
A fter the 
breakaw ay M itchell 7anded en Corbett's 
w ind and got Jim 's left on his rn se in 
return. 
M itchell then led twrice in 
quick succession, b ut failed each time 
to reach th e shifty Californian. 
On 
the third attem p t he landed lightly 
on C orbett's wind, but took iii pay a 
bang on the nose w hich reddened that 
organ. 
C harlie's next lead reached 
Jim 's jaw. b u t only lightly, and again, 
for a mere touch, tlieJSnglishm antook 
an o th er hard one flush in th e face th a t 
jolted his hejid. 
In this round Corbett 
did enough to ma Re Charley take a 
more serious view of the situation, and 
before the round was over Corbett was 
laughing at his opponent. 
Jim was 
readier and rath e r nicer in obeying 
the referee's instructions to 
break 
aw ay. 
Round 2—Work was resumed 
by 
M itchell leading w ith his le ft and 
catching Jim squarely on the m outh. 
'Then for the first and only tim e he 
tried forcing the fight, but his blows 
fell short and a little aggressive work 
seemed to discourage him. 
Corbett 
again resumed the offensive and soon 
had M itchell in a corner, w here he 
landed his left heavily on the mouth. 
T here was a brisk rally in which 
M itchell received some stiff punches 
in the neck, and cleverly dodged a 
rig h t swing. 
Tow ard the close of the 
round 
Corbett bad w orked Charlie 
over to the ropes, where, after a mix 
im. ho landed a straig h t left drive on 


Charlie’s left tem ple and dropped nim. ' 
At this point Corbett u tterly lost his 
head, 
lf it had n ot been for Referee 
K elly’s 
heavy restraining hand he 
would then and there have lost the 
fight on a fouL 
He was frantic to get 
a t his m an and finish him, actually 
struggling w ith the big referee to dash 
a t M itchell every tim e the Englishm an 
got up on one knee. The gong sounded 
ajid the end of the fight was delayed by 
the call of time. 
Round 3—D uring the m inute's rest 
the referee very seriously w arned Cor­ 
b e tt about fouling, and his seconds 
im plored him to keep his head and n ot 
lose the prize th a t was plainly his if 
he did not fo u l 
W hen the gong 
sounded M itchell came up slowly and 
C orbett sprang a t him. 
There was 
only one fighter in the ring, and th a t 
w as Corbett. 
He rushed Charley into 
a corner, where, after punching him 
in 
the 
nose 
w ith 
his 
left 
and 
draw ing 
blood, 
he 
sw ung 
on 
his 
jaw 
and 
knocked 
him 
down. 
Again he lost his head, and 
Kelly alone could not keep him aw ay 
from M itchell, who, half dazed, was 
w aiting his ten seconds. 
The atten d ­ 
an ts from C orbett’s corner jum ped in 
the ring and pushed Corbett away 
from his victim. 
T heir argum ents fell 
on deaf ears. The m an was mad. The 
in stant 
M itchell 
was 
up Corbett 
plunged a t him, sm ashing him in the 
m outh. 
M itchell fell heavily, and 
the blood gushed from bis m outh 
and nose. 
Again C orbett's seconds 
broke 
into 
the 
ring 
and wound 
th eir arm s around him, for only in 
th a t w ay could they restrain him as 
the referee's hand m arked the passing 
ten seconds. 
Every word the referee 
said, the counting of the timekeepers, 
the appeal of Corbett's seconds and the 
angry protests of M itcnell's friends, 
all these sounds w ere lost in the din 
of wild cheers as the beaten, bleeding 
M itchell turned slowly on the floor 
and a t last staggered to his feet. 
In­ 
stinct prom pted him to put up his 
hands, b u t he stood a plain m ark, 
defenseless 
and 
dazed. 
Corbett 
rushed a t him, sw inging his right 
and 
smashed 
a 
terrific 
blow 
square on M itchell’s jaw. The English­ 
man fell heavily on his side, rolled 
over on his face, senseless and knocked 
out. 
Corbett did not look at him 
again. 
Any m an 
who could have 
struck th a t blow would know th a t the 
man who received it would have to be 
carried out of the ring. 
The specta­ 
tors were nearly as crazy w ith excite­ 
m ent as the men on the platform and 
no one left the arena until after M itch­ 
ell's seconds had lifted him up and 
carried him to his corner. 
The lig h t­ 
ning-like w ork of Corbett in the round 
had been too rapid for m ost of the 
spectators to follow and understand. 
They saw M itchell knocked down three 
tim es in rapid succession, saw him 
stretched out senseless and bleeding, 
but bow it w as done w as a question 
which w as asked by hundreds of men 
who had been staring a t the deed they 
asked to have explained. 
W hen Jim C orbett reached the St. 
Jam es hotel after the fight he was 
given an ovation. 
He jum ped from 
his carriage and as he w alked up the 
steps the cheering could have been 
heard for blocks. 
A crowd ot 200 peo­ 
ple followed him into the hotel, but 
he w ent a t once to his room. 
He was 
arrested, but at once gave bonds. 
It was but the w ork of a very few 
mom ents to bring 
M itchell to his 
senses after he had been carried from 
the ring by his sec"ads. 
When he 
came to he adm itted th a t he had been 
defeated by a better man than him­ 
self and w as generous in his praise of 
the victor. 
His friends and seconds 
were not of the same mind, M asterson 
being especially outspoken. 
“Corbett 
is a dirty fighter,” said he. 
“ I think 
th a t he would have won, finally, for 
he is a bigger man in every respect, 
b u t I don't think he gave Charley a 
fair ileal.

Rev. .tank Ll. Jones Speaks E ntertainingly 
at A ll Souls Church. 
“ The Cost of a Fool” was the very 
novel titlo of a very novel lecture that 
Janesville people heard a t All Souls 
church last night when Rev. Jenk Ll.

MEDICAL EX PERTS ARRAIGNED 
BY ASHTON’S ATTORNEY. 


Dr. Palmer’s Notes Showed One Thing, 
Attorney Hyzer Declares, 
While 
Verbal Testimony Included Much In 
Addition—Mr. W inansSays Bribery 
Stories Are Ridiculous. 


Rather sensational points were cov 
ered in the arguments in the Stone 
murder case to*day. 
Mr. Winans opened the case for the 
defense when Mr. Dunwiddie ceased 
speaking. 
He said th at the case was 
important to the state and terribly 
importnt to the defendant. 
He spoke 
of Ashton’s good character and his 
having made a name for honesty and 
uprightness. 
The charge against him 
was as cruel as death and as hungry 
as the grave, born of malice and un­ 
founded in fact. 
It rested upon whis­ 
pering accusations of a few men, mut­ 
terings that would poison men’s minds 
and wreck the reputation of any man. 
He told how the coroners jury had 
considered all the evidence that they 
had in the case but no arrest resulted. 
It remained for the grand jury to act 
seven months afterward. 
Stories 
were circulated by men of malicious 


Spangler, Mr. Ashton insisted, must 
find some one guilty to get that $1,000 
reward, so they charged it to Mrs. 
Stone, and she expected to be arrested 
the next day. 
No wonder the detec­ 
tive said she was nervous and excited. 
“ Do you wonder that she wanted to 
die?” Mr. Winans asked. 
Mr. Winans held it to be incredible 
that any effort had been made to keep 
Marshal Spangler away from this 
trial. 
There was nothing to support 
it. 
Money was paid to Spangler by 
Ashton, but it was the reward for the 
discovery of Mr. Stone’s assailant.

was not paid under any promises or in 
view of any agreement. Three parties 
were interested in that reward, Mr. 
Winans declared, Spangler, Burt and 
Lee Brown, all witnesses for the state 
in this trial. 
The story of the attempted bribery 
of District Attorney Wheeler was de­ 
clared to be the sheerest nonsense, un­ 
supported by any testimony. 
The old 
man was sick and wanted to see the 
case settled in his life time. 
His act 
was the act of an ignorant man per­ 
haps, but not of a corrupt man. 
He 
ought to have known that buch a case 
CDuld not be settled but he didn’t, and 
wanted word taken to the district at­ 
torney, as the representative of law 
and order that he would pay a few 
thousand dollars to have the matter 
diposed of in his life time., Spangler 
and Brown disagreed as to that con-

W as T h ere a M urder? 
The three main issues were held to 
be: 
“ Was it suicide?” 
“ Was it murder?” 
‘ “ If murder, who did it?” 
The state not only had to prove be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt that murder 
was committed but that the defend­ 
ant was beyond a reasonable doubt, 
the murderer. 
If either fact was not 
established the jury would have to 
acquit the defendant. 
Mrs. Stone 
committed suicide,he said, and backed 
up bis theory with the statem ent of 
Dr. W. O. Coffee as to Mrs. Stone’s 
mental condition. 
He pictured her as 
melancholy, dejected iud ready to 
die. 
She did die in less than ten days 
and by her own deliberate act. 
She 
was jealous of Ashton and his wife 
It was immaterial to the case whether 
the jealousy was well founded or not. 
He told how the weight of years 
had weighed Mr. Stone down and how 
Ashton had been sent for to lighten 
his burdens. 
Mrs. Stone bad beeD 
building on the hope that she and her 
family would get the estate. 
Mr 
Winan6 told how the Ashton family 
had been warred upon until charges 
of all kinds were rife. At length Mrs 
Stone befame jealous almost to iosan 
ity. 
He referred to Mr. Murwin’s tea 
timony of the relations between Mr 
Stone and Mrs. Ashton in no very 
complimentary way. Drs. Palmer and 
Mills, he insisted, said that Mrs. Stone 
was drowned. 
Dr. Kempster and Dr. 
W hiting said she was dead when 6he 
went into the cistern. Thus the state’s 
expert witnesses disagreed, and the 
old adage came into play: 
‘“A'hen 
doctors disagree who shall decide? 
Upon their own statements there was 
nothing about their 
testimony but 
doubt. There was no 
evidence to 
6how that Mr. Ashton clubbed 
Mrs, 
Stone in the state’s testimony. 


A sh ton D idn't 
W ant to 
Stay. 
After recess Mr. Winans cook up the 
theory that Ashton did not w ant to 
remain, but wished to re4urn to Can­ 
ada.

He told fully about 
meeting Mrs. Stone on that Sunday 
morning—in fact it was from him that 
the state got most of its information. 
Ashton swore that the last time he 
saw Mrs. Stone was when she went 
into the house after feeding her chick­ 
ens. 
Who had contradicted him? 
Nobody. 
He had the opportunity to 
kill Mrs. Stone it had been declared. 
So had three others, and one was in 
the house through it all—didn’t leave 
until 8 o’clock when he hurriedly 
packed his grip and took it to Edger­ 
ton, leaving soon after for Chicago. 
“ I don’t care whether you find that 
Mrs. Stone came to her death by vio­ 
lence,” said Mr. Winans, “ but where 
is the evidence to show that Matthew 
R. Ashton inflicted that 
violence. 
Opportunity and motive! 
Was it Mr. 
Ashton who had the opportunity and 
motive? Three others had that oppor­ 
tunity and had that motive.” 
The first post mortem made by Dr. 
McManus and Lord showed no evi­ 
dence of violence, the speaker de­ 
clared. 
This fact the jury should not 
forget. 
The next day another post 
mortem was made by Dr. Palmer. 
Dr. Palmer must have noted every­ 
thing that he saw, and yet there was 
nothing, whatever, in those notes to 
indicate that he believed death came 
from violence. 
It was only when the 
doctor wa6 put on the stand and came 
to add to his notes that he even hinted 
that those injuries were inflicted be­ 
fore death. 
“ There are two sides to this medi­ 
cal testimony,” said Mr. 
Winans. 
“ One side offered by the defense say­ 
ing that death was caused by suicide; 
the other side, offered by the state, 
saying that death may have come by 
drowning. 
Contradictions between testimony 
of Bort, Bradley and others as to how 
Mrs. Stone’s body was taken from the 
cistern were pointed out. 
No two of 
the witnesses for the state had told 
the same story as to low the rope was 
placed. 
Nor did the doctors agree as 
to the injuries to cia' ides and ribs. 


W hen W ere T hose B ru ises In flicted ? 
There was more than a reasonable 
doubt raised by the medical testimony 
as to when the discolorations found on 
the body were produced. 
Tbefe was 
no evidence in the case showing posi­ 
tively that Mrs. Stone was dead before 
her body entered the water; and espe­ 
cially w s there no evidence showing 
that the injuries were inflicted by 
Matthew Ashton.

Mrs. Stone, although there was pleat- 
to show Mrs. Stone’s ill-will towar^ 
Ashton. It was ill-will against Ashto 


A vt arm compliment to District At­ 
torney Wheeler opened E. M. Hyzer’s 
speech for the defense. 
The district 
attorney had shown a skill beyond 
his years in this case, Mr. Hyzer de­ 
clared. but in so doing had really 
made the testimony brought ont by 
the state seem more important than it 
really way. 
The immente responsi­ 
bility resting upon 
the jury was 
pointed out. A man’s citizenship,with 
all that it implied, trembled in the 
balance. 
Before taking away this 
citizenship, and making this man a 
slave of the state, his crime must be 
so clearly proved as to be beyond any 
possibility of doubt. 
With thiB introduction Mr. Hyzer 
passed to an analysis of the evidence. 
Before uDy attention could be paid to 
charges against Ashton 
the state 
must have proveu absolutely that 
Mrs. Stone did not commit suicide. A 
presumption that she did not commit 
suicide would not suffice, 
it must be 
proved beyond a preadventure that she 
did not meet death 
at her own 
hands. 
Mr. Hyzer insisted that this 
had not been done. 
The first thought 
of all the neighbors and the relatives 
of Mrs. Stone when they learned of 
her disappearance was that she had 
killed herself. They were lead to this 
thought by the circumstances 
sur­ 
rounding life at the Stone bouse dur­ 
ing the preceding weeks. 
N ota fact 
up to the morning of Sunday, June 5. 
pointed to anything but a suicidal 
death. 
The removal of Mrs. Stone s body 
from the cistern was reviewed and the 
post mortem examinations were taken 
up. 
The entire mass of evidence re­ 
garding Mrs. Stone’s injuries rested 
upon the examination made by Drs. 
Henry Palmer and James Mills and 
the report made by those men must be 
analyzed thoroughly and honestly. 
There never would have been a prose­ 
cution in this case had it not been for 
what Dr. Henry Palmer said after his 
examination. 
The point on which 
Dr. Palmer was to be criticized .was 
that he did not come on the stard 
with the notes made at the post mer 
tem but with those notes magnified 
after consultation with the expert 
witnesses for the state. 
D r. P a lm er A rraigned. 
“ Whenever you find a man chang­ 
ing his testimony after reflection upon 
its consequences you may 6et that tes­ 
timony as less reliable!” thnndered 
Mr, Hyzer. 
“ Dr. Henry Palmer was 
the first to discover traces of a crimi­ 
nal death in this caee, and don’t let it 
be forgotten that Dr. Palmer will not 
let the case go down for lack of other 
evidence!” 
The testimony of Dr. Palmer was 
then reviewed in detail. 
The all-im­ 
portant point in this case was the 
clotting of blood under the thin. 
Dr. 
Palmer’s notes contained not a hint of 
this clotting. 
It was in verbal state­ 
ments made in consequence of the ex­ 
igencies of a criminal trial that blood 
clots were mentioned. 
Not only were 
the blood clots discovered after the 
trial began, but the third rib was also 
attached to the 
sternum—another 
vital point—after it had it had been 
found necessary to the state’s case to 
show that the attachment was un­ 
broken. 
Finishing the reading of Dr. Palm­ 
er's notes Mr. Hyzer turned to the 
jury and 6&id: 
“ What have we got in this case 
now ? 
We have a claim of strangula­ 
tion; and I will assert without fear of 
contradiction, that the 
thought of 
strangulation never occurred to Dr. 
Palmer at the time of making those 
notes. There isn’t a word of evidence 
in this case that the trachea was ex­ 
amined, although a fracture of the 
trachea would be inevitable had stran­ 
gulation occurred.” 
Five or six vital points in Dr. Palm­ 
er’s testimony had been changed since 
the trial began, Mr. Hyzer declared. 
Dr. Palmer had added the discolored 
spot on the left side of the neck. 
He 
had changed his testimony as to the 
breaking of the sternum between the 
second and third ribs. He had dropped 
out of sight the testimony as to hem­ 
orrhage from the inter costal artery, 
although it was important enough to 
find a place ’n his original notes. 
He 
had testified that the principal injury 
was at the throat, while in his notes 
the principal injury was said to be at 
the second rib. 
He had added the 
clots of blood. 
He had added “ indi­ 
cations of choking.” He had changed 
his statements aa to whether the 
abrasions were caused before or after 
death.

50 paces from the pile on which the 
mob leader, with half a dozen half 
drunken satellites, is shouting his ex­ 
hortations.

H ow to M end K id G loves.
